A bi-weekly order for poultry! What 
extravagance! But is it? Not, certainly, 
for the small family for whom our Irish 
butchers do not, as yet, cater to any great 
extent. And it “is not necessarily ex- 
travagant for a large family either. 

For instance, an eight-pound goose at 
ie costs little more than 5s., and few 
amilies are so large that a goose of that 
size won't, make two delectable meals— 
one hot and one cold. And what a welcome 
change that is from roasts and joints! 

Then, if it be allowed that. roast duck 
and roast chicken will not go very far in 
large families, boiled fowl is often an 
economy, and the older birds suitable for 
cooking thus are quite cheap. 


RECIPES 


To begin with, when you have boiled 
fowl you have also chicken broth, delicious 
in itself or as a basis for other soups. 
Then there are several ways—often un- 
practised—of serving a “ boiling fowl.’’ It 
can make its usual appearance in the com- 
pany of parsley sauce, or in the company 
of a particularly delicious cream sauce. 

To make Cream Sauce you require 4 
pint of milk, § saltspoon of salt, 1 blade 
of mace, 1 oz. of butter, 2 tablespoons of 
cream. Put the mace in the milk (add a 
small onion if you like) and bring very 
slowly to the boil. Leave till cool, then 
strain. Make white sauce in the usual 
way, using the flavoured milk, and stir in 
the cream just before serving. 

The boiled fowl can be served cold with 
the same cream sauce, in which a good 
teaspoon of granulated gelatine has been 
dissolved. When the sauce is beginning 
to set it is poured gently over the fowl and 
left to set before being garnished with 
beetroot and cut lemon. :

IMPERIAL ECONOMIC 
COMMITTEE 


SCIENTIFIC CO-OPERATION 


An important reorganisation of the con- 
stitution and work of the Imperial Economic 
Committee is described in a report which 
that body has just issued. 

The Committee, which comprises represen- 
tatives of all the Dominions, including the 
Irish Free State, was established ten years 
ago as a result of decisions reached by 
Governments following discussions at the 
Imperial Conference of 1923. Successive 
Imperial Conferences amended its constitution 
and widened its functions. In 1933 its con- 
stitution and functions again were surveyed 
by the Imperial Committee on Economic 
Consultation and Co-operation, which met in 
London in pursuance of a resolution adopted 
at the Ottawa Conference. In April, 1933, 
this investigating committee presented its 
report, in which emphasis was laid on the 
need for Imperial co-operation both in regard 
to scientific investigation and economic in: 
quiry. 
committee and the number of representa- 
tives of each part of the Commonwealth are 
determined by agreement among the several 
Governments on a basis of constitutional 

uality. The several members of the Com- 
mittee are each appointcd by their own 

Governments and reports are addressed to all 
the Governments of the Empire. Finance 
provided by all Governments in agreed =

“During the period. October 1, 1933, to 
March 31, 1935, the Committee issued to the 
Governments of the Empire two reports after 
formal inquiry—one on grassland seeds and 
one on maize; and two world surveys, one 
on cattle and beef and one on groundnut 
products.

BRITISH AMALGAMATION 


A new feature in -British air transport is 
the amalgamation, which has just been 
announced, of five “ independent ’’ companies 
—companies operating without financial assist- 
ance from the State. This is regarded as the 
most important merger of British aircraft 
operators, for services aggregating 2,200 miles 
in length, and linking twenty-five big cities 
and towns in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland and Western Europe will come under 
the control of the new combine, which is to be 
called Allied British Airways. 

According to the latest Air Ministry re- 
turn, issued on June 30th last, the companies 
concerned in the merger had thirty-seven 
aircraft on the register Their combined 
‘‘tangible assets in equipment and cash” 


are stated to exceed £ 00,000, The present 
field of operations extends from the Orkney

This important development marks a new 
stage in the rapid progress of Britain’s home 
airways.

GRANT of £100,000 from the Hospitals” 
A Trust Fund for a new mental hospital 
adjacent to the City of Dublin, to 
accommodate 1,000 patients, has en 
approved by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment (Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly). 
The Joint Managing Committee in charge 
of the Grangegorman and Portrane Mental 
Hospitals, at. their meeting yesterday at 
Grangegorman, had before them a letter from 
the Local Government Department to that 
effect. The Hospitals’ Commission had re- 
commended the grant ‘‘ towards the cost of 
initiating such a scheme, contingent on the 
scheme being embarked on immediately.” 
The Department wrote that the Minister was 
“ prepared to give effect to the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission,” and asked for 
further details to show how ft was proposed 
to carry out the scheme. 
The Clerk (Mr, J. J. Doyle), who read 
the Department’s letter, said that he under- 
stood fea the Chairman of the Hospitals’ 
Commission that the £100,000 could be looked 
upon as the first and last for them, because 
the hospitalisation of Dublin out of ‘* sweep” 
funds had already meant a tremendous out- 
At mon than had been allowed to any 
other area. 


OUESTION OF LOAN 


Mr. Doyle said that when labour costs 
were lower, at the beginning of the century, 
it cost £343 per bed to build the Portrane 
institution. e Committee’s architect (Mr.

COUNT PLUNKETT’S ADDRESS 


It was their duty %& see that the err 
no longer were deprived of a natural gift 
by the materialising of their education, Count 
Plunkett said, in the course of his presidential 
address at the inaugural meeting of the 
Academy of Christian Art, held last night at 
42 Upper Mount street, Dublin. 

Count Plunkett said that it was their duty 
to turn their eyes to the field of Christian 
art and letters, ranging from the days of 
the Apostles to our time. Still before their 
eyes, as if endowed with eternal youth, stood 
the towering churches and their small com- 
panions, thronged with treasures and full of 


memories. Near-by were pictures torn from 
holy places. Many of them were visible 
prayers. 


e related how Dr. Spalding, second Bishop 
of Peoria, told of the .everlasting power of 
art, and how much it contributed to happi- 
ness. Art, he said, was eliminated from the 
whole educational system in Ireland, except 
for the Chair of Architecture in University 
College, and the little amount of drawing 
gn AC in primary schools. There was no 
“life” class in the Metropolitan School, 
There was no public recognition for art out- 
side of a scholarship or two. Maynooth had 
no art teaching. 

The Irish corporate bodies could not, he 
supposed, be expected to apply public funds 
to the recording of history or the illustration 
of social usage, as long as those in authority 
showed no consideration for art. 

I am sure, he concluded, that you will not 
imagine that I recommend inaction to our 
friends. The ignoring of art is unworthy 
of an intelligent people. Poverty is no excuse 
to be urged on behalf cf a community that 
spends hundreds and thousands constantly in 
wages that make no profit or ra no return, 
If we have acquired sorao needed knowledge 
of art we should give it freely.
